The Prohibition Situation. 


i!U<: Ti!i-; DECISION' of the United States Supreme 


Court as regards to beer knocks another prop from un- 


der t i n - "wots." it is not final in ending the controversy, says, 
the Oil City Derrick. The decision was based on the war-timo 
powers of Congress to enforce prohibition by arbitrarily fixing 
the limit of alcoholic content in beer. These war powers are 
conferred by (!;<• Constitution. Whether the definition of Con- 
gress as to the intoxicating value of the. article is correct, was 


not. 
considered. That is a different .phase which will probably 


lie tested later. 


THE POLITICAL PORTIA OF 1920 


TIUCRK AKH YET two important questions relative to prohibi- 
tion to be passed upon by the Supreme Court before the obse- 
quies of the. liquor traffic are concluded, and both have to do 
with the eighteenth amendment. One is -the-constitutional 
question whether Kedern! prohibition infringes the rights re-- 
served to the States. The other is the question whether the 
eighteenth 
amendment was legally ratified 
by the 
States. 


Rhode Island has taken the lead in raising .the contention that 
its rights have, been invaded by constitutional prohibition, ami' 
other States are expected to join in the issue.. The ratification 
question hinges upon the referendum and involves the dispute 
rvgardins the necessity for a popular vote on ratification by 
those States which have adopted the referendum as a part of 
their legislative machinery.

scheme of Federal prohibition would fall, and if the court 
should decide that the referendum must be applied, then the 
approval of enough States might be withdrawn to nullify rati- 
fication of the amendment.
